Iraq will buy 
French missiles 


PARIS. June 28 (R). — Iraq is 
negotiating to buy French Cro- 
tale anti-aircraft missiles, Fre- 
nch officials said yesterday. 

The talks mark another sta- 
ge in efforts by Iraq, largely 
reliant until now on Soviet air- 
craft and missiles, to diversify 
arms sources by buying West- 
ern weapons. 

News of the negotiations fol- 
lows talks between French De- 
fence Minister Yvon Bourges 
and Iraqi leaders in Baghdad 
last weekend. 

The officials said Iraq was 
also interested in a naval ver- 
sion of the Crotale for coastal 
defence and in France’s new 
Mirage 2000 jet due for pro- 
duction in 1982. 

Iraq ordered 36 Mirage F-l 
fighter-bombers from France 
last June and has also bought 
'-more than 100 French Max -30 
medium tanks. Panhard fight 
armoured cars equipped with 
SS-11 anti-tank missiles and 
two types of helicopter. 

Cadets from Iraq already 
train in French military colle- 
ges and the French officials 
said Iraqi leaders sought incre- 
ased military cooperation. 

Iraq would be the eighth co- 
untry to buy the French Crota- 


to impose hrs power on the co- 
untry's collective leadership. 

It said that the National Fro- 
nt's Secretary General. Abdul 
Fattah ismaii. had chaired the 
meeting and would announce 
important decisions soon.

Kamel ready to meet 
Dayan if Israel has 


a positive

CAIRO, June 28 (Agencies)- - Egyptian Minister Mohammad Ibrahim Kamel 
said today he might meet Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan in London 
if there was a positive Israeli response to Egypt’s latest peace plan. 


Mr. Kamel was speaking to 
reporters after a meeting with 
American Ambassador Hermann 
Elite. 

Asked about suggestions by 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance that he and Mr. Dayan 
might meet in London. Mr. Ka- 
mel said: 

"Egypt will first finalise its 
(peace) proposals which it will 
hand over to Mr. Eilts to pass 
on to Israel. If Israel’s reply 
is positive, then Egypt will de- 
termine its position accordin- 
gly-’ 

On Monday Egypt berated Is- 
rael for rejecting its latest pro- 
posals for a Middle East sett- 
lement before even seeing them 
In print and accused it of not 
wanting peace. 

The proposals, whose details 
are still being worked out, call 
for the return of the West 
Bank to Jordan and of the Ga- 
za Strip to Egypt as an Interim 
measure while security and 
other arrangements are discus- 
sed with Israel. 

Under the proposals the Pa- 
lestinian question, the main st- 
umbling block to a Middle East 
settlement, would be solved wi- 
thin an “Arab framework” ac- 
cording to the semi-official 
Cairo daily Al Ahram. 

The West Bank and Gaza are 
seen by Egypt as suitable for 
a Palestinian entity closely lin- 
ked with Jordan. 

Vance : There is now hope 
for negotiations 

In an interview with the As- 
sociated Press. Mr. Vance, ru- 
ling out an early return to 
“shuttle diplomacy.’ yesterday 
said there was a basis for hope 


that Egypt and Israel can now 
begin intensified, direct nego- 
tiations on a Middle East sett- 
lement. 

In the interview, conducted 
in Washington, Mr. Vance said 
he is aiming for a series of di- 
rect talks between the two si- 
des. 

But he cautioned that "it 
would be a mistake to expect 
instant, measurable progress.” 

Wefzman's message 
to Gamassl 

In a direct telegram to Egypt, 
Israel yesterday urged the re- 
opening of direct negotiations 
between the two nations, an 
Israeli Defence Ministry spo- 
kesman said. 

Defence Minister Ezer Welz- 
man sent the message to Egy- 
ptian War Minister Abdel Gha- 
nf Gamassl in reply to a missi- 
ve from Gen. Gamassi four 
weeks ago. Gen- Gamassi urged 
that Israel form new proposals 
to break the deadlock in Mid- 
east negotiations, and that Mr. 
Weizman present the proposals 
to Gamassi personally. 

In his reply. Mr. Weizman 
suggested that Israel’s latest 
policy statement -- that it was 
willing to reopen peace talks 
after a five-year trial peace 
be the sought-after new propo- 
sal. The policy statement was 
a reply to U.S. queries, but 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat complained it was too va- 
gue to serve as a basis for 
renewed talks. 

Mr. Weizman's telegram was 
sent via the Israeli military de- 
legation in Egypt, set up short- 
ly after President Sadat's visit 
to Jerusalem last November. 

In London. British officials 


said on Monday the United Sta- 
tes had made contact on the 

possibility of the Egyptian. Is- 

raell and American foreign mi- 
nisters holding talks there ear- 
ly next month. 

They could not confirm press 
speculation that such a meet- 
ing might take place in the Bri- 
tish capital about July 9. 

The Americans have been 
holding urgent private discus- 
sions with both Israel and Eg- 
ypt in a bid to re-start direct 
talks between them. 

Mr. Vance will be in London 
next month on his way to Join 
President Carter in Bonn for 
an economic summit meeting; 

*T would not expect to go 
on to he Middle East," Mr. Va- 
nce said in interview. 

“I would think such a meet- 
ing hopefully would be the first 
of a number of meetings and 
would give the parties a chan- 
ce to meet bilaterally as well 
as with me present. 

“If at a later date it would 
prove useful for me to go on 
to the Middle East I would be 
prepared to da so, but what 
all of us want to see is to get 
the discussions between the 
parties going again.” 

The secretary of state was 
relaxed and in his shirt-sleeves 
as he surveyed Middle East 
peace prospects in seventh floor 
office at the state department. 

"This is just the start of 
talks that wll be taking place," 
Vance said of his prospective 
forthcoming session with Da- 
yan and Kamel. 

"When the parties do get to 
the point where they will sit 
down together you shouldn't 
expect things to happen over- 
night. 

“There are still very difficult 
issues to be resolved.”

Mondale will make “ private visif’ 
to East Jerusalem during Israel trip 


WASHINGTON. June 28 (R). — 
U.S. Vice President Walter Mo- 
ndale said today he would make 
a private visit to occupied Arab 
Jerusalem’s Western (Wailing) 
Wall during a three-day stay in 
Israel beginning Friday. 

A statement by his office he- 
re ended a touchy diplomatic 
exchange between the two cou- 
ntries that threatened to cast 
a cloud over the visit, primar- 
ily intended to mark Israel’s 
30th anniversary of statehood. 

The Israeli Mayor of occup- 
ied Jerusalem Teddy Kollek ca- 
lled for the visit to be can- 
celled if Mr. Mondale did not 
visit the old walled sector of 
the city which was occupied 
from Jordan in the 1967 war. 

U.S. officials, however, were 
opposed to including the Wail- 
ing Wall, in the official itiner- 
ary as it could be construed as 
bestowing U.S. recognition on 
Israeli claims of sovereignty 
over East Jerusalem. 

“My family and I intend to 
make a personal visit to the 
Western Wall, the most holy 


shrine of the Jewish people,' 
Mr. Mondale’s statement said. 
“My friend Mayor Kollek is 
welcome to accompany me. 

“This is not a political visit, 
of course, but my return to 
the wall Is a matter of great 
personal importance to me and 
my family." 

Previous high-level American 
visitors have entered Jerusa- 
lem’s old city only as private 
individuals. Last year Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance lowered 
tile official pennant on his li- 
mousine when driving into the 
Arab city. 

Mr. Mondale previously visi- 
ted Israel in 1973, only a few 
weeks before the Yom Kippur 
war. On this trip, which will 
be followed by a stopover in 
Alexandria for talks with Egy- 
ptian President Anwar Sadat 
on the way home, he will be 
accompanied by his wife, Joan, 
and daughter, Eleanor. 

Also accompanying the vice 
president on the trip to Israel, 
but not to Alexandria, will be 
a delegation of 28 Americans, 


mainly prominent members of 
the American Jewish commun- 
ity. 

His official party to both Is- 
rael and Egypt will include As- 
sistant Secretary of State for 
Near Eastern Affairs Harold 
Saunders, Deputy National Se- 
curity Adviser David Aaron, 
White House counsel Robert 
Lipshutz and special presiden- 
tial policy adviser Stuart Eiz- 
enstaL 

During his stay in Israel, Mr. 
Mondale will meet Israeli Pre- 
sident Yitzhak Navon. Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin. Kne- 
sset Speaker Yitzhak Shamir 
and key cabinet officials such 
as Foreign Minister Moshe Da- 
yan and Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman. 

On Sunday night, he will de- 
liver his major address of the 
visit to the Knesset after a sta- 
te dinner In the parliamentary 
building. 

The vice president leaves he- 
re late tomorrow and will arri- 
ve bade early Tuesday morning. 
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The meaning of 
Kollek vs. Mondale 


The Israeli Mayor of West Jerusalem, the very 
sensitive Mr. Teddy Kollek, is now angry because U.S. 
Vice President Walter Mondale will probably decline 
to be given a guided tour of occupied Arab Jerusalem 
by Mr. Kollek himself. Mr. Kollek is so angry, in fact, 
that he recommends the Israeli cabinet should cancel 
Mr. Mondale’s visit altogether if the American visitor 
declines to see occupied Arab Jerusalem. 

Mr. Kollek should have his bluff called. We doubt 
the Americans have the necessary confrontatory spark 
to do so, but we would like them very much to take 
on Mr. Kollek’s anger and challenge his assumptions 
to their logical conclusion. The American position on 
this point -- if not others - - Is very clear. The U.S. 
does not recognise Israeli sovereignty over occupied 
Arab Jerusalem, just as it views the Israeli settlements 
in the West Bank and Gaza as illegal and contrary to 
international law. Assuming that what the United 
States says is more or less related to what it does - - 
which is a more or less safe assumption - - Mr. 
Mondale should not only refuse to go to Arab 
Jerusalem under Mr. Kollek’s aegis, but he should 
also make it clear to the Israelis that the United 
States supports Israel’s existence but not its 
conquests. He should do this forcefully and in public, 
and preferably in the presence of Mr. Kollek himself, 
perhaps even with the Old City of Arab Jerusalem 
in the background for added drama. 

If there is one point on which there can be no 
doubt, it is that occupied Arab Jerusalem must revert 
to Arab sovereignty, totally erasing all signs of Mr. 
Kollek’s so-called “annexation”. If the premier would- 
be Middle East peace-maker is not willing or able to 
Tell this to the Israelis - - either by words, or by deeds 
such as Mr. Mondale’s refusing to go to Arab 
Jerusalem -- then the very concept of an impartial 
mediator loses all meaning. 



ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


In its editorial Wednesday AL RAT took issue with the idea 
that Israeli Defence Minister Ezer Weizman is a moderate and 
said a bet on bis future role in the Middle East crisis is already 
a lost wager. 

In spite of Mr. Weizman’s moves opposing Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin’ s policy his aides on Tuesday exposed his true 
affiliation when they emphasised that he still supports his 
Likud party plan not to abandon the West Bank. Weizman is 
Only pursuing a different tactic the newspaper argues. Therefore 
a bid on his future role is a loosing bet in advance. 

A1 Ra’i goes on to say that in his press conference Tuesday 
President Jimmy Carter’s committment to continue seeking a 
comprehensive and effective peace agreement was too optimis- 
tic. It asks: "What makes ML Carter hope for real progress 
if the Egyptian and Israeli foreign ministers meet in mid-July 
when their first meeting came to nought? And to what extent 
can the Egyptian and Israeli sides make concessions in order 
to agree on the resumption of negotiations?” 

Any concession outside the framework of Security Council 
Resolution 242 would not lead to peace, the newspaper firmly 
believes. 

AL DU STOUR gives prominence to the recent “bloody and 
tragic” events , in North and South Yemen which led to the 
murder of the two countries presidents. The newspaper says 
the two strategically important Yernens are becoming increas- 
ingly vital targets for foreign ambitions - - particularly since 
the international conflict took a more extensive magnitude in 
the Horn of Africa making Southern Arabia apparent bone of 
contention among the rival forces seeking to establish a foot- 
hold in the Red Sea area. 

The quick Saudi Arabian reaction to the Yemeni events indi- 
cates that it will not allow a neighbouring reigon to become a 
hotbed of struggle and violence. The newspaper urges the new 
leaders of South Yemen "to weigh the balance between their 
relations with their (Saudi) neighbours and the Arab nation at 
large and their foreign relations (with Moscow).” It also calls on 
the Arab League, whose council of foreign ministers is meet- 
ing shortly, to treat the dangerous crisis between the two Yem- 
ens in a brotherly spirit. 


WHAT’S GOING ON 


After full nine month course 

49 new graduates from Hotel Training Centre will 
help fill gap in Jordan's growing tourist trade

AMMAN, June 28— Forty nine 
cooks, waiters, housekeepers, bar 
attendants, receptionists and 
“front office” workers graduated 
this evening from the Hotel Train- 
ing Centre. 

While students hurried behind 
the scenes laying out elaborate 
displays of food and drink for the 
guests. Minister of Tourism and 
Antiquities Ghaleb Barakat 
handed out ribboned scrolls to the 
centre's latest batch of graduates. 

The graduates of the Hotel 
Training Centre are now the 
proud possessors of some enorm- 
ous calligraphic certificates, which 
record their proficiency in such 
branches of knowledge as'* the art 
of serving’, “beverage technol- 
ogy”, “aliens legislation” and 
“menu knowledge". 

They are the sixth batch of stu- 
dents to graduate from the centre 
since its establishment in 1976, 
but the first to have undergone a 
full nine month course, including 
three months of on the job train- 
ing. 

The graduates will not have 
trouble finding jobs. As Inter- 
national Labour Office (ILO) 
Project Manager Mr. Adnan 
Habboo put it: “They are like hot 
currency”. In fact, over 90 per 
cent of them had already been 
signed up by hotels and restaur- 
ants before they graduated. Th& 
. remainder have been given places 
in higher level colleges abroad. 

According to Mr. Habboo' s cal- 
culations the tourist industry in 
Jordan will need 1,700 extra peo- 
ple with some sort of formal hotel 
training by 1981. This is on top of 
a further 2,600 who are needed 
with . less sophisticated qual- 
ifications. 

This is a gap which the Hotel 
Training Centre obviously cannot 
hope to fill by itself. The big chain 
operators like Sheraton and Inter- 
continental undertake their own 
training courses but with over 
4.000 new hotel rooms to look 
after by the end of 1980, it seems 
that the only way to cope will be to 
import labour from abroad. 

Nevertheless, the Hotel Train- 
ing Centre graduates will probably 
have an important part to play in 
raising standards here— so long as 
they do not all immediately 
migrate to the Gulf. Although 
they are trained to "medium 
level”, many of them will end up in 
.positions of high responsibility. 


The From Office Mangager at the 
Holiday Inn at Aqaba, for 
instance, is a graduate of the 
centre. With their very down- 
to-earth training, graduates like 
this, will be well qualified to 
instruct their colleagues on the 
job— however informally. 

Education at the Hotel Training 
Centre has a heavy leaning 
towards the practical. There are of 
course classrooms in the con*, 
verted apartment tucked behind 
the intelligence building at 
A bdal i. but there are 
"laboratories" as well. Behind a 
door with the impressive nonce: 
“Prototype Bedroom Laborat- 
ory" for instance, you find your- 
self in a comfortable, carpeted 
hotel room. Two uniformed stu- 
dents can be seen at work scrupul- 
ously forcing out the wrinkles as 
they make up the bed. They are 
also taught things like how to 
remove food stains from carpets 
• and what to do when the air con- 
ditioning blacks out. 

Next door to the House- 
keeping department at the centre 
is the Front Office section. Beside 
a large counter labelled: “Recep- 
tion” and “Cashier’’ there is a bat- 
tery of typewriters and tickertape 
machines. Already dressed over- 
smartly in starched white collars 
(one reason why this department 
is over subscribed) the students 
are taught about reservations and 
.accounting and how to handle 
simple computers. 

Upstairs in the “Kitchen 
Laboratory” it is less easy to find 
out what is going on. A large 
cream gateau is instantly pro- 
duced to stop the reporter’s flow 
of questions. It is nevertheless 
possible to observe a large kitchen 
impressively kitted out with bulky 
machinery for peeling potatoes 
and cooking 35 lemon meringue 
pies at a go. Young trainees are 
anxiously watching their filet fish 
meunieres frying in enormous 
saucepans. There are sections, it 
seems for oriental and for inter- 
national cooking. 

There is little doubt that the 
students are getting good at look- 
ing after themselves. Their eight- 


to-rwo working day is interrupted 
b> lunch, served of course in the 
"Restaurant and Bar Laborat- 
ory". There are printed menus 
and waiters-to-he :n white jackets 
who bow and scrape gratify in gly. 
If you are lucky they will e*en 
pour you a cocktail— although 
coming from authentic bottles this 
turns out to be pure water. 

The students not only enjoy a 
three star cuisine and sport eleg- 
ant uniforms, they do not even pay 
any fees. The JD 65.000 annual 
running costs of the college are 
borne by the government. The 
ILO also assists with the provision 
of equipment and two or three 
experts. 

Despite these advantages the 
centre has not been siramped by 
applicants, and every one laments 
the fact that there is at present 
only one woman student. “People 
are only beginning to open their 
eyes to the hotel business” Direc- 
tor Nazib Dabbas explains. 
Nevertheless, the centre now has 
twice as many students as when it 
first began and this growth is 
almost certain to continue. 

As is the case with all these new 
middle-level training institutes, 
one of the biggest problems is get- 
ting instructors. Wages in the* 
hotel business in Jordan are now 
apparently not that much lower 
than those in the Gulf. But gov- 
ernment salaries of course have 
lagged behind. Some instructors 
feel they can make more in tips in 
an Amman hotel than they can 
teaching at the centre. The only 
solution to this sort of problem 
seems to be to go on training 
instructors at a faster and faster 
rate so as to allow for the leakage. 

The government is anyway 
going ahead with an ambitious 
project to build a new. fully- 
fledged hotel school. The contract 
for the construction of the school 
together with a 96-room hotel will 
be awarded by the end of the 
month, Mr. Habboo said. The 
World Bank has already com- 
mitted S 1.5 million towards the 
project, and the designs have been 
completed by the ILO team here 
and the Danish consultants Dan- 
group. 


The new hotel school should be 
in operation by the end of 1980 if 
not sooner. When fully oper- 
ational it will take 240 students. 
Some of these wilt be doing three 

year intensive courses leading to a 
B.Sc. in hotel management. Other 
students, arriving after the Pre- 
paratory Cycle at school will take 
a Tawjihi in hotel business. 


Sited on a 13,500 square metre 
plot near Fourth Circle on Jabal 
Amman the complex will include 
dormitory accomodation for 120 
students.* The hotel which they wiU 
staff will have rooms classified in 
three luxury standards. There will 


be a swimming pool and three 
restaurants. And all this will be 
open to the public at reasonable 
prices. “We are going into com- 
petition with the commercial 
hotels”. Mr. Dabbas said with a 
grin.

The prime minister also told 
the visiting Chinese delegation 
about Jordan's development 
projects as laid down in the 
fiva year plan and expressed 
the hope that cooperation in 
ygfjous fields between Jordan 
and china will soon .be incre- 
ased. 


Premier Badran accepted 
Invitation extended to him to 
visit China at a date to be 
fixed later. 

The Chinese delegation also , 
held official talks at the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs today 
with a Jordanian team led by 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Hasson Ibrahim. The 
talks dealt with bilateral re- 
lations and developments in 
the Middle East region. 

Welcoming the Chinese dele* 
gat ion, Mr Ibrahim underlin- 
ed in a speech the importance 
ol the visit being the first of 
its kind to Jordan by a senior 
official from the People's Re- 
public and expressed the hope 

that it will further strengthen^ 
relations between the two co- 
untries. 

The minister also voiced 
Jordan's gratitude for the sup- 
port China gives to Arab na- 
tional causes -- particularly 
that of the Palestine question 
and the Middle East problem. 

.In reply, Mr. Ying affirmed 
that the government of China 
is constantly working towards 
the strengthening of Jordanian- 
Chinese relations taking into 
consideration the safeguarding 
of mutual interests of both 
countries. 

Later in the day the Chinese ' 
delegation visited the Nation- 
al Planning Council where they 
were briefed by its president 
Dr. Hanna Odeh on the various 
aspects of Jordan's social, and 
economic development plans, 
and achievements so far.

One of these transport organ- 
isations, Kenatco, the Kenya 
National Transport Company, 
which is wholly owned by the 

■Kenya Government, has now 
gone pioneering far from the bor- 
ders of Kenya into distant places 
in East and Central Africa to find 
new markets. 


Kenatco was badly hit by the 
total cessation of trade between 
the two former partners in the 
East African Community, which 
collapsed last year. The company 
lost about 70 per cent of its bus- 


iness. It also lost the highly pro- 
fitable and expanding transport 
business between Kenya and land- 
locked Zambia, because the road 
to Zambia goes through Tanzania, 
linking up with the Grear North 

Road to the CopperbelL 

Due to congestion at the Tan- 
zanian port of Dar es-Salaam, 
Zambia was bringing in large 
quantities of vital imports from 
Kenya's Mombasa by road, and 
often exported its copper along 
the same route. Kenatco was heav- 
ily involved, but the business was 
stopped dead. 

In the meantime, not to be 
daunted by such political crises, 
Kenatco's General Manager, Mr. 


Hopes are now high that Kenya's border with Tanzania, 
dosed for political reasons last year, will be reopened.

Kenya and the South Sudan, but H 
is often impassable after floods. 
‘NowNorwegiai^arobtfppmgout 
an all-weather road, which is 
essential if the Kenyans are to 
develop tbeir potential export 
trade with the Sudan. Meanwhile, 
the most frequently used road to 
the Sudan is still the one which 
goes through Uganda.

Paris art market returns to sanity following the fever 


By Beata Levy 

Paris, (F.T.J— When the bottom 
dropped out of the modern art 
market four years ago, the worst 
hit were those painters whose 
prices had escalated fastest due to 
speculative buying and often ill- 
advised investments on a world 
scale. 

Now out of business are invest- 
ment clubs in art which used to 
guarantee their clients an eight per 
cent a year capital gain. Also 
ruined are galleries which over- 
stocked the high-priced but 
inferior work of well-known 
artists. 

Market trends are currently 
more realistic. Works of quality 
change hands at stable prices, and 
new areas of interest are opening 
up which point to a swing in taste. 

Living French artists whose 
paintings had escaped the specula- 
tive fever of the early seventies 
seem to provide the basis for a * 
saner market of the future. In the ■ 
opinion of Maifre Binoche, a lead- 


ing Paris auctioneer specialising in 
contemporary art, Arman, Cesar, 
Telemaque or Klasen. all as yet 
little know by the broad public, 
are gaining ground. Their prices 
are still low but have been rising 
steadily over the last few years. A 
Monory now fetches Frs. 12,000 
and a Ravnaud from Frs. 5,000 to 
30,000. ' 

New market 

This range is reasonable enough 
to be attractive to young French 
middle class people who are 
developing a taste in con- 
temporary art Their new hobby of 
dropping in at art shows and 
museums can be traced back to the 
creation of the Georges Pompidou 
Modem Art Centre, which has 
much to do with making modem 
art more popular. The centre is 
now attracting no less than one 
million visitors a year. These have 
not by the same token become one 
million collectors, but they are 
certainly more alive to modern art 
forms than before. 


Compared with New York, the 
Paris market is less prosperous 
and does not deal in such fash- 
ionable U.S. painters as Jasper 
John, Lichtenstein or Raus- 
chenberg, who fetch Frs. 600.000 
700,000 across the Atlantic. It is 
mainly a showplace for European 
painters, the leadership in modem 
art having moved to New York 
about 25 years ago. 

However. Paris has retained its 
international standing. Over half 
of its volume of business is done 
with foreign clients. This was strik- 
ingly illustrated in April when 70 
per cent of the buyers at two 
important auctions of modem an 
were non-French. But more sig- 
nificant were the record prices 
paid at these sales, which sur- 
passed all estimates. The impre- 
ssion has now been created that a 
turning point has been reached 
and the Paris art market is out of 
the doldrums.

280.000 only a month 
earlier. A Celder mobile, esti- 
mated at Frs. 60.000 sold for Frs.

Villon for Frs. 650.000—and even 
Lanskoy, who had suffered from 
the failure of Art International 
Investors, climbed back to Frs. 
25.000-50.000. 

The French election results 
must take the credit for this return 
of confidence. Prices such as these 
are milestones on the road to 
normal market conditions and 
prove thar demand for high qual- 
ity modem art remains fun- 
damentally unaffected by the 
recession."

In the course of the past four 
depressed years, the an market 
has evolved in different directions. 
The bia-ieague collectors apart, 
the arf-Ioving public has mul- 
tiplied. Every 'day of the week, the 
run-of-the-mill auction sales 
attract crowds of amateurs who 
may bid for obscure painters of the 
turn of the century, for posters, 
postcards and early photographs 
as well as for avant-garde cre- 
ations. 

Accent on originals 

Nowadays, the accent is on orig- 
inal work. away from the 
"limited” editions which are in 
fact mass-produced prints and 
multiples with which the market 
has become saturated. Even a 
well-known artist's personal sig- 
nature in the right-hand comer 
has ceased to be a redeeming fea- 
ture and no longer has any market 
value. Their ilf-<xmtroIled print- 
runs are to blame, having turned 
this art form into a mere consumer 
product. Not even youngsters are 
any longer attracted by their low 
prices. 

By contrast, the work of living 
painters is gaining in popularity. 
Whether of the figurative school 
such as .Arroyo. Buri, Esro or 
Reccalcati, or of the extreme 
avant-garde, such as Dolla. Jac- 



card or Pincemin. their prices are 
still within the reach of most poc- 
kets. 

After the first auction of early 
photographs and vintage prints 
two years ago, prices for the work 
of Brassai and Cartier-Bresson 
are up, and there arc even signs of 
speculative buying in this field. 

Posters have their adepts too, 
who at present will give more for 
old advertisements' of bicycles 
than for those of food products, 
for example. None go beyond the 
Frs. 300 mark, though movie 
posters featuring Rudolph Val- 
entino can fetch Frs. 1 ,800. 

Original prints by the hand of 
the artist, whether ancient or 
modem, are attracting an increas- 
ing number of collectors. What 
determines their price is the qual- 
ity of the reproduction, the 


rendering of the ink on fine- 
quality paper, and the date of the 
print, which should be con- 
temporary with the engraving. 

Bui collectors with small 
budgets can no longer satisfy their 
longing For art nouveau, whfch has 
become too expensive, nor for the 
academic pointers of the last 60 to 
80 years, whose boom continues. 
A far better buy is a quality draw- 
ing by good modem painters like 
the ones on show at the Galerie 
Daniel Gervis, where prices start 
at Frs. 1,500. 

Passing vogres 

The nascent interest in the 
orientalist painters turned out to 
be short-lived. With an eye on the 
Arab market, there had been an 
attempt to drive up the prices of 
paintings depicting North African 
scenes, in abundant supply since 


the aokaial period. But pet- 
rodollars expressed no-intcrcst in 
these garish landscapes, which 
have now returned to the attics 
whence they came. 

Imitations of impressionist 
paintings are also out of favour, 
since the American market has 
lost interest in them. And the 
recent flooding of the market wirfi 
fake Roman and Phoenician glass 
from the Lebanon has harmed 
prices of good quality glass of the 
period, now hard to sell. 

More cheerful than a year ago, 
Paris dealers are patiently banking 
on quality. They have become 
wary of fast turnovers and tend to 

be critical of the way modem pain- 
ters are launched in America and 
Japan.

DEAR MR. GOREN: , 

Q.— Occasionally in your 
column someone employs a 
"negative" double, which 
you explain is for takeout. 
Exactly how does a nega- 
tive double work, and how 
does partner know you are 
doubling for takeout and 
not for penalties?— G. Lam- 
pert. Bronx, N.Y. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— In the early days of con- 
tract. players would overcall on 
the smell of an oil rag. How- 
ever. it was soon discovered 
that this was not a profitable 
venture. The opponents would 
double and the damage inflicted 
to the wallet was bound to 
make everyone sit up and lake 
notice. That led to the principle 
that you needed a sound suit to 
over call. As more and more 
realized the validity of this 
principle, the opportunities to 

f iunisn your opponents at a low 
evel became fewer and fewer. 

The fertile bridge mind of 
Alvin Roth developed a new 
use for the double of an over- 
call. Instead of being for 
penalties, he derided that it 
would be more useful as a take- 
out. The requirements were a 
hand of 6 or more points, sup- 
port for the unbid suits and a 
hand not suitable for a free 
bid. 

This is a conventional treat- 
ment. If you adopt this method, 
you can no longer use a penalty 
double of an opponent's over- 

call. The first iking to decide is 
to what level you wont to play 


freely, and in any event, clubs 
might be your best spot. This 
is a perfect hand for a negative 
double. With hand c) you must 
pass— remember. a double 
would be for takeout and you 
don’t want to suggest to part- 
ner that you have length in 
the black suits. 

Now let’s suppose that part- 
ner opens one spade and the 
next hand over calls two dubs. 
What do you do with each of 
these hands? 

d) 4xx 'T’QlOxx 0 AQxxx *xx 
ej ♦xx Tjqc O AQxxx +Q10xx 
f) • Kxx •C’QlOxx O xjcxx ♦ Ax 

With hnnd d) you double, 
asking partner about his hold- 
ing in the unbid suits. The hand 
is not strong enough for a free 
bid of two diamonds. With hand 

e) you must pass, for you will 
be awkwardly placed if partner 
takes out your double to two 
hearts. Hand O is a raise to 
two spades no matter what 
method you are using. 

But doesn't this mean that 
the opponents are now free to- 
overcall at will, since you are 
giving up the penalty double? 
Not at ail. Let’s assume that 
the auction has gone: 


North East

Pass 


West 

Pass 


the negative double. Some pro- 
ponents feel that an immediate 
double of ali overcalls should 
be negative, but if you do de- 
cide to adopt this bid 1 would 
suggest that you limit its 
use to overcalls at the one- or 
two-level, perhaps the three- 
level as well. 

We do not have the space to 
go into detail about all the 
uses of the negative double, but 
some examples should help 
clarify its uses. Suppose that 
partner opens the bidding with 
one diamond, the next hand 
overcalls one heart and you 
hold: 

a) ♦AQlOxx Vxx Oxxx 4 Kxx 
bj ♦KlOxx Vxx Oxxx +AQxx 
c) ♦Kxx <5QJ9xx 0 Ax 4xxx 

What action do you take with 
each of these hands? 

With hand a) you bid one 
spade. Since you have a natural 
bid, you don't make a negative 
double— you bid your suit 
freely. With hand b) your spade 
suit cannot be introduced 


As Nor^h.iyou hold: 

♦ Axx Tx OKJxxx ♦AJxx. 

This is not a very inspiring 
hand, but you cannoL afford to 
pass. You must protect against 
the possibility that partner 
wanted to double one heart for 
penalties, so you must reopen 
the bidding with a double. If 
partner holds a hand like c) in 
our first set of examples, he will 
convert to penalties by passing. 
If he holds some other type of 
hand, he will take appropriate 
action. 

A note of caution about re- 
opening doubles. Before taking 
that action, you should ask a 
simple question: If partner had 
made a penalty double of the 
overcall, would you have been 
willing to defend for penalties? 
If the answer is yes, then your 
hand qualifies for a reopening 
double. If not, you must do 
something else, such as rebid a 
long suit or introduce a second 
suit. Be very wary of reopening 
the bidding with length in the 
overcall er’s suit, for this sug- 
gests that partner might have 
a very weak hand. It’s unlikely 
that he also has length in the 
overcaller’s suit, and fie couldn't 
respond at his firpt oppor- 
tunity. 

To go into all the ramifica- 
tions of the negative double 
and the subsequent auctions 
would take far more space 
than is available here. Should 
you be interested in a more 
detailed exposition, I suggest 
you get one of the books or 
pamphlets that deal with con- 
ventions.

ROME, June 28 <R). — Italy 
to m or r o w sets in motion ma- 
chinery to elect a successor to 
former President Giovanni Le- 
one and all signs point to a 
long, arduous period of politi- 
cal bargaining. 

No strong candidate has em- 
erged and the main parties - - 
including Christian Democrats, 
Communists and Socialists - - 
are expected to bade their own 
Dominations in the first round 
of voting without expecting 
victory. 

The election will be made by 
a 1,011-member assembly from 
the two houses of Parliament 
and 58 representatives of It- 
aly's regions. It was ordered 
after Mr. Leone resigned on 
June 15 following press allega- 
tions of tax evasion and finan- 
cial irregularities. 

The presidency is a largely 
ceremonial post, except at ti- 
mes of political crisis, but it 
carries great prestige and pro- 
vides the head of state with a 
magnificent temporary home - - 
the Quirinal palace on a bill 
overlooking the heart of Rome. 

Politicians are ready to fight 
hard for the Job and Mr. Leone 
emerged as a compromise choi- 
ce in the last election in the 
23rd voting session on Christ- 
mas Eve, 1971. 

After Mr. Leone’s resigna-

Mr. Kosygin praised some 
of the achievements of the 
East European trade pact, but 
referred to “unsolved matters, 
hardships and difficulties" CO- 
MECON was facing, partly be- 
cause of its own problems and 
partly because of Western eco- 
nomic ills. 

He singled out machine ma- 
nufacture for criticism and cal- 
led on the commission in ch- 
arge to review its entire acti- 
vity. 

The three-day session, for the 
first time attended by an ob- 
server delegation from Ethiopia, 
is to discuss establishment of 
long-term special programmes 
in machine building, energy, fu- 
els, raw materials, agriculture 
and the food industry. 

Also attending as observers • 
are delegations from Angola, 
North Korea, Laos, and Yugo- 
slavia, which is associated with 
COMECON. 

COMECON members are the 
Soviet Union, Bulgaria, Cze- 
choslovakia, East Germany, Po- 
land, Hungary, Romania, Mo- 
ngolia and Cuba. 

Mr. Kosygin made it dear 
that perfecting of the economic 
mechanism of COMECON was 
to play a leading role in the 
debates.

While Solomon Islands government develops shipping 
industry, canoes and feet are still main transport 


In the Solomon Islands a missionary will still walk three 
days across the mountains to the nearest town, because his 
airstrip is covered with algae and the sea too rough for 
schooners. Canoes and feet are still the main transport-bat 
.the government is trying to develop its shipping.

HONIARA, Solomon Islands, 
(F.T.)~ Rush hour on a South 
Pacific island is not quite the same 
as at Hyde Park Comer. But even 
so it can be quite difficult to cross 
the one and only main road in 
Honiara, foe capital of this South 
Pacific archipelago. A large part 
Of the Solomon Islands’ 2,000 cars 
and trucks run on the 22 
kilometres of tarmac through 
Honiara to the airport. Otherwise 
it’s just a bumpy, dusty ride ou 
coral stone roads- -if an island is 
indeed so lucky as to have a road 
at alL 

Mbst of the 1,500 km. of 
motorabie roads are on two 
islands— Guadalcanal, on which 
Honiara is located and where a 
good deal of agricultural 
development has taken place in 
recent years, and Malaita where 
60,000 of foe 200,000 Solomon 



tered over an archipelago of 250 
inhabited islands, have to travel as 
all their forefathers did— either on 
foot or by canoe. Small children 
learn to paddle a dug-out almost - 
before they can walk. Forty per 
cent of all Solomon Island families 
own a canoe. 

In the Western Solomons, an 
especially fragmented part, it is as 
many as 7 out of ten families, of 
which at least two also own an 
outboard motor. By comparison 
only three out of every ten West- 
ern Solomons families have a 
radio. 

You can order your canoe, 
made from a specially selected 
canoe wood tree, from the local 
master canoe builder, who makes 
it according to the size of engine 
you can afford to fit. For 60 
Australian dollars you won’t get 
the traditional war canoe, beaut- 
ifully ornamented with ~aautzlus 
shell inlay, feathers and white 
cowrie shells and an exquisitely 
carved head-hunter's nguzu- 
nguzu head on its bow. But you 


wifi get the most useful; reliable 
and cheapest way of transport— 
apart from your own feet. 

Sometimes even a canoe is no 
use. Thus one of foe best known 
missionaries on Guadalcanal 
periodically turns up in Honiara 
with a knapsack and very sore feet 
after having crossed high moun- 
tains and dense jungle for three 
days from the Weafoercoast on 
the south side of the island. The 
rite of his mission has an airstrip, a 
road and a harbour with plenty of 
canoes. But often foe runway is 
slippery because of algae, the road 
impassable and rough seas make 
anchorage for schooners and 
travel by canoe treacherously dif- 
ficult. 

The example of foe Weath- 
ercoast is typical of the formidable 
transport problems foe Solomon 
Islands’ government has to over- 
come, if it wants to open up 
remote rural areas. 

Obstacles 

Dotted about over more than 
2,000 km. of ocean with often 
rough stretches of seas between 
them, many of foe islands are sur- 
rounded by treacherous coral 
reefs, the nightmare of skippers 
ever nowadays. 

The six main glands are moun- 
tainous, struck by cyclones and 
periodic earthquakes, accom- 


panied by serious erosion and 
landslides. Sudden torrential rains 
cause flash-flooding and without 
bridges over the innumerable riv- 
ers roads frequently become 
impassable. 

Until World War II a handful of 
mail steamers and mission boats as 
well as numerous small Chinese- 
owned trading vessels were foe 
only means of transport over 
longer distances. The fact that the 
Solomon Islands became one of 
■foe hotly contested spots in the 
last war between Japanese and 
U.S. forces— with quite disastrous 
effects ori foe archipelago's plan- 
tations and economic 
structure— at least gave the islands 
their first extensive roads and a 
number of airstrips made from 
crashed and rolled coral, mainly 
built by foe Americans. 

Since the 1960’s the gov- 
ernment has spent substantial 
amounts of U X. aid on more and 
better roads, airstrips and ship- 
ping facilities. There is no doubt 
that unless the 90 per cent rural 
population is provided with a bet- 
ter infrastructure and more 
agricultural development, in the 
remote islands foe drift from foe

Sea transport 

. About a third of the 1 50-odd ves- 
sels that make up foe inter-island 
fleet are owned by foe gov- 
ernment and are for many of the 
outlying islands the only Jink with 
the outside world. Berthing and 
loading facilities are grossly 
inadequate at the few larger har- 
bours and virtually non-existent at* 
the many small ones. 

Thus, a typical ten to 20-ton 
schooner that collects 
copra—virtually foe only product 
grown for sale by most of foe 
people— and delivers anything 
-from people, animals, building 
materials to foodstuffs and vital 
nedical supplies to isolated sta- 
tions, often enough draws up 
alongside a rickety jetty made of 
rough tree trunks. They are laid 
icross coral rocks and liable to 
.dide under less experienced feet 
than those of the sturdy copra- 
loaders who climb across them 
with incredible nimbleness! 

The government is in foe pro- 
cess of improving shipping. It can- 
not afford to lose any time/ 
because shipping developments 
abroad have already begun to 
threaten the Solomon Islands. In 
foe future, container ships from 


Australia and the larger ships 
from Europe are likely to come 
only to Honiara, foe only suitable 
port for them. So the Solomon 
islands must have an efficient 
inter-island distribution network. . 

Solair, a small local airline, has 
greatly improved travel to even 
the more distant islands. It now 
services more than 20 airstrips, 
clocking up an annual 600,000 
km. But for foe majority of the 
local people this way of travelling* 
is weU beyond their means. 

In the old days the Solomon 
Islanders had to walk or go by 
canoe for want of another method. ’ 
Now quite a few live near roads or 
airstrips, but they cannot afford 
foe air ticket, let alone a car, out of 
a yearly average income of less 
than $200 Australian. 

So for most of them foe c^nof 
wifi remain the best and cheapest 
form of transport for a long while 
yet— unless donkeys or mules are 
introduced , which has been 
suggested recently for opening up 
foe mountainous interior of the 
islands.
